Tlmt no one was killed, sfems almost 
miracle. The wind wrecked building 


fter building with the greatest rapiditv, 
iid thorn was little warning o( the np- 
roai'h of the storm. The people in every 
aso were out- of their houses before the 
torm struck and those -who were struck 
iy dying debris, were only slightly in- 
ured so far as is yet .known. In tho 
actories tho employes were 
in many 


uses bruited and cut from .wreckage. 


The storm started in the western part 
f the city and swept down to the south 
side and off into the lake. ]t was two 
niles wide and wrecked everything in its 
mth. All was over in ten minutes, nl- 
hough it seemed hours to the panic- 
stricken people. 


All the morning the clouds were bank- 


ng up. At noon it was intensely hot 
and dark as night. Artificial lights were 
necessary in the buildings. A few min- 
ilc-- before 1 o'clock the storm broke 
i terrific wind coming down suddenly 
rom the northwest. People were thrown 
down and fences and signs hurled hun- 
dreds of feet.

DAMAGE AT KKNOBHA.

Then 'a cloth is bound 
tightly round the skull while lead is 
being melted under intense heat in a 
pot «ays the London Mail: Binding his 
prisoner to an upright post until move- 
ment is impossible, the executioner re- 
moves the cloth from the skull and takes 
a small spoon holding one drop of the 
molten tend. The exposure creates a 
feeling of cold and before this lias died 
a-way the. drop of Irani falls upon th? 
bared bead, eating.into the flesh. 


Another favorite torture acts upon the 


mind and the' palate. All the prisoners 
food and drink is tainted with a pecul- 
iar all-pervading flavor. It is never ab- 
sent. The victim, in all probability, be- 
lieves that -he is being slowly poisoned, 
and, moreover, the constant recurrence 
of the flavor in everything 
that 
he 


touches creates nausea. In. a third tor- 
ture, that of the white bird, the prisoner 
is bound in a sitting posture at the foot 
of a tree. His angles are secured in a 
species of stocks. He can see his lefts us 
far as the ankles, but he ea.nnot sec what 
goes on at tlie other side of the stocks, 
where his feet project. A little distance 
above the toes a little rod of wood, like 
a bird's perch is placed. On the perch 
is a white bird, with a strong and pierc- 
iji"- beak. In that position it is starved, 
until sooner or later it begins to eat the 
toes and foot of the agonized victim.

-T-ho value of a protective iariff lias 


never been better shown than in the 
wondenful increase of textile machinery. 
Tho development the last -few years has 
indeed been surprising, especially in tha 
Southern states, where tbe principal in- 
crease is reported. The cotton industry 
operates at the .present date 21,037,985 
spindles and,490,-3SO looms, and of this 
numiber the South operates a,ti\.5,42,9 
spindles and the Nohthern states 15,242,- 
554- 
But at the rate the South is pro- 


gressing in the industry it cannot be 
long before, it wi-11 attain the progress 
the North has readied. The gains of the 
South is seen irom the Htatenrent that 
in 1800 the Soutu possessed but 1,S28,9H2 
ttpind-lca, and this gain, in ten years has 
been 217 per cent., as compared with the 
gain iu the. North'of 19.8 per cent. 


One reo-son -for the success in the 


Southern states has been the cheaper ia- 
bor, and the employment of ohild labor 
to a large, extent. This chifd labor is 
impossible in the North, but in the 
Southern states children of a tender age 
are employed. Another factor claimed is 
that of being near to -the field of pro- 
duction, but it is safe to say wituout the 
important factors of cheaper labor and 
the use of child labor no such gains 
would .have 'been possible. 


-Wisconsin, being so far north, docs not 


come up well in the table of sta-tes as..o 
the textile industry, the state possessing 
but 32,584 spindles and 1,071 looms. In 
the -woolen and knitting industry we fare 
about as well, having 3U7 looms for wool- 
len and 2,S32 knitting machines. 
But 


there is seemingly no reason why our 
Rtaie should not do better in the textile 
industry. This field of industry promises 
fair returns, and certainly the conditions, 
especially for -the woollen industry, are 
fully as' good as in other states. Cap- 
ital' rmiy be timid, but it, is too timid 
sometimes.

In an 
interview with the senator a Chicago pa- 
per says: 


"While Senator Mason has in the past 


unequivocally expressed himself as an op- 
ponent of expansion, he shows the great- 
est regret at hauling down the flag over 
a piece of territory once owned by the 
government. He said the United States 
9-hould have stood' firm in regard' to tho 
Porcupine mining district, and that Sec- 
retary Hay was wrong in taking the 
stand he did. 


" 'Alaska is a great country," said the 


senator. 'I have learned to value it 
m-orc since seeing it. The country is not 
all icebergs. I ate lettuce in Porcupine 
which was grown there. The Boulder 
nnd Glacier creeks and perhaps one or 
two others valuable -because of .tbcir gold 
lay on the British side of the provisional 
boundary. If'the original 'boundary had 
been maintained by the United States 
these streams would -be well within the 
American boundary.'" 


THE STEW- CURRENCY LAW. 


The new currency' law is working ad- 


mirably and is a'Vast improvement over 
tho old law in 'regard to the restriction- 
being removed 'upon the national banks 
increasing and diminishing their cur- 
rency; Th« old law was anything but 
elastic, and while a bank could increase 
its currency in about three weeks or a 
month and retire it about as speedily, tho 
-banks were compelled to wait six months 
before any further increase could -be 
made. This is to say a six months inter- 
val was required 'between a retirement of 
currency -and an increase. 


The new law changes this and t.ic time 


requirement l>etwecu .retiring. and issue 
removed. This; of course, tends to make 
the currency clastic in ft- sense the old 
condition of things would not permit. 
The 'banks may increase, retire and again 
increase as they are so pleased, and thus 
at all times respond to the needs of 
the money market The new 'lmv, as i« 
generally known, h(i» reduced the 'bank 
tax on currency and permits notional 
banks to ismio their notes up to the par 
value of the bonds deposited for security. 


It- is to reverse thi» condition of things 


and the removal of certainty of redemp- 
tions of government paper money and 
bovernmrnt bonds in solid, substantial 
money, that the party of Bryan • ar» 
working to aecoirvplish. Free trade, free 
silver coinage and free soup houses may 
be stated as the Democratic platform. 


Aft ERROR.

barge office in this city, -by secret service 
ngents, of Nutate Jlaresca and Mivhel 
(Weida, supposed anarchists, who arrived 
yesterday on tho Kaiser Wilhelin II. 
Thc»e two men are understood to Imvo 
come to tliis country us conspirators 
whose object is the alleged assassination 
of MeKraley. Tho World says: 


"Instead of two, a high government of- 


ficial informed The World to-day that 
there nro 14 anarchists under arrest in 
the detention prison of tho Bureau of 
Immigration, and they are nil' charged 
wrtii being in a conspiracy to tissas 
JleKinley, and taken singly and. ioi 
fi-oln the" incoming ocenti liners within 
tie last two days. 


"United States Secret Service, agents 


learned that the anarchists' circle in 
.pics had cast lots to determine who 
should b« the Hs»as.ein. Eleven Italians 
and three Austrians were selected and 
closely followed, they sailed for different 
ports. Their object was to strike indi- 
vidual blows at the president at the same 
tame that would moke success sure. 


As fast as the men arrived Secret Serv- 


ice agents disguised as immigrants went 
among them, and they were arrested. 
Mareaea and Wcida were caught yester- 
•day, and were two of the 14. 


"The conspiracy was made on a night 


early in August. By working with the 
Italian police the Secret Service agents 
got wind of «. great meeting of the circle 
•in Naples, The men seleciod for work 
in this 'country wree quickly notified 
of what they were expected to do, and. 
ueparated, going singly or in pairs to dif- 
ierent ports of 1.11 rope. Some wont to 
!France, others to Germany, while still 
others crossed the cliaimpl to Rngliuid. 


. Step by step they were followed to the 


gangplank of the steamers. 


"The fourteen ore now detained by tho 


immigration authorities and arc either at 
tho ibargo office, at the Battery, or deten- 
tion quarter* at Quarantine. 


"One report is to the effect that some 


are in Ludlow. Street jail, having been 
taken there from Ellis island in order to 
thwart any attempt to rescue them by 
.the Patereon anarchists. 


"So far us known, according to The 


•"World, the plan was for each man to pro. 
cecd 'to Washington at once on a certain 
day. 
They were.-to surround tiio pres- 


ident and awnit an opportunity to strike. 
The blow was to be 'by pistol and knife.. 
One of the number it was certain would 
be successful. 
The question of escape 


was not considered, the men. ttting wil- 
ling to sacrifice their lives for -their prin- 
ciples. The two men who did not meet 
their fellow anarchists were Maresca and 
Weida. Chief Wilkie of the Secret Serv- 
ice division ol the Treasury department 
•had his agents -at tho pier when the 
steamer -docked. The two men did not 
come in the staeragc. as did tlic others. 
Maresea came as u steward in the steer- 
age and Weis* as a coal passer. They 
could have landed without going through 
tho formality of the barge office. Whe.n 
Maresca boarded the Kaiser \Vilhrim IT. 
»t Naples, Aug. 3, «ie Secret Service 
•fent was close on his 'heels. Maresca 
professtd to have no money when he 
boarded the steamer, and made applica- 
tion to be taken as cook. Failing in that 
he a*ked for'a stewardship. There was a 
vacancy in the steerage cabin and he se- 
cured that. 


"It was not known that, lie had a 


companion. H<> and Weida did not come 
together as far as known, and no one 
saw Weida come aboard, and he was not 
discovcJcd until six hours after the vessel 
wiital. When found he was secreted as 
» «tew»w*y- He was put to work in the 


'hold with the coal passers and kept busy 
unl.il tho hoat reached quarantine. On 
Wednesday 'morning last the steamer 
sighted Sandy Hook light, -and came up 
to quarantine and was there boarded by 
Secret-Service -men, who asked to see the 
steerage and cabin lists and ship's roster. 
First Officer Lnnz took the detectives for- 
ward where they, could sec the crew. 
Purser Myer remembered recording the 
name of Maresca at Naples, and Maresca 
was identified by Meyer. When the 'for- 
mer was brought out for identification, 
.Maresca professed to tie unable to under- 
stand English. After looking JIarosca 
over Chief Hnzen, who is in charge of the 
Secret c'ervicc bureau in thu city, said: 
'I think that is th« man,' 


"Maresca. was sent below vrhen the 


ship was docked. When., the liner was 
tied up at her pier Mftrcsca was informed- 
•Uint-Jie was .under', detention. 
• He was; 


Uskcd where' his .btt'gjrage was, aiid re- 
plied in Italian: 'Wcida has it.' Thi* was 
a new lead, and Weida. wns summoned 
from his work a't. the furnace and quet- 
tion. 
He professed not to understand- 


English, 'but admitted that he had trunks 
aboard. The baggage will be carefully 
swm-hed to-day. 


"So quietly were both men taken from 


•the liner that none of the crew or passen- 
gers knew that an arrest 'had been made. 


"Chief Hazcn admitted to-day that the 


two men are supposed to be anarchists, 
and confirmed the story., of the plot 
hatched in Naples in August to_ kill Mc- 
Kinley. Furtner ihan this Chief Hnzen 
declined to talk, on the ground that lie 
was in communication with Chief Wilkie 
in Washington, who., had asked 'that all 
news concerning the suspecte covne from 
•him (Wilkie)/'

The doors were broken open, and 
besides the horses, a heavy wagon was 
missing. Buckley followed his team on 
foot, hoping to overtake the thief should 
he halt.

The Associated Press.)—The tide of 
American travel is still strong toward 
Landon. Many residents «t the other-side 
of the Atlantic, having exhausted the 
Paris exposition, are recuperating in 
England; and' the hotels frequented by 
Americans are filled this week as they 
ih&ve. not been since the opening of the 
season. Coaching is the delight of most 
of the Americans. Since Albert L. John- 
son of Brooklyn, N. Y., drove his six- 
horse.coach through London there havp 
b?cn -many candidates for similar -honors. 
Among the energetic young coachmen is 
Charles Del'oung, a son of Michael^De- 
Young, proprietor of The San Francisco 
Chronicle. Incidentally, Sail Francisco is 
abundantly represented in London. Aside 
from Mr. DeYoung's party, at a West 
End table the other evening were Mayor 
Phelan, Walter Martin and Peter Dono- 
hue, of the Papal household, E. H. But- 
ler, proprietor of The Buffalo News, an- 
other enthusiastic driver, lias bought a 
coach as a -birthday present for his son. 


There have -been enough American elec- 


tric railroad promoters at the Carlton 
this week to cany through any scheme 
for rapid transit in London which can 
be devised. T. L. Johnson of Brooklyn 
came from Paris Thursday, and under 
the same roof wore W. L. lilkins and-:!'. 
A'.' B. Widener of Philadelphia (who have 
since gone to the Continent), and Edwin 
Johnson, representing the Edison com- 
pany. Those gentlemen 'have teen study- 
ing tha Central Underground railroad. 
Mr. Elkins informed a, representative of 
the Associated Pi-ess that ho and -his as- 
sociates really had no definite plans for 
work in London, in spite of the fact ihat 
they have 'been in consultation with sev- 
eral of the City railroad owners. 


The outgoing trans-Atlantic steamers 


to-day arc crowded. Senator Chauncey 
M. Depew sails on the American line 
steamer New York, He spent the last 
days of his stay here in examining the 
new electric underground railroad. He 
has also been in consultation nvith Brit- 
ish financiers who are specially interested 
in the aibility of the United States 'to 
make loans to Europe. The senator said: 


"The sudden development of our indus- 


tries and the immense accumulation of 
money growing out of the fact -that Eu- 
rope is paying $000,000,000 annually for 
American products has not only brought 
tha -bank rate and call loans up 1 and 2 
per cent, respectively, but the Western 
•banks arc now buying paper in the East, 
-because there is no domond for money. 
Xhe fact that half the British war loan 
(all, if it hod been permitted,) was taken 
in the United States demonstrates these 
conditions which have already made New 
York one of the financial centers of -the 
world. If the conditions continue, and I 
havo no doubt they will, New York will 
soon -be a dangerous rival of London ill 
financing the government enterprises of 
the world. The rapid infornmti-on we-ore 
acquiring rrgarduig the industrial condi- 
tions of the world, the necessity of find- 
ing w, market for our increasing surplus. 
products, and also our active participa- 
tion in the solution of the Chinese prob- 
lem, tend to make New York an active 
competitor in the schemes for the- devel- 
opment of the Far East.

"THE CONSENT OF THE GOVERNED" 


AT HOME.

The 
southern 


whites are not entirely confident that tho 
"grandfather clause" in the amendment 
to the North Carolina oonntitution will 
survive the crucible of the courts, and 
the Louisville Courier-Journal says it i* 
understood that the amendment is mot 
made operative until July 1, 1902, in the 
hope that changes in the supreme court 
by that time will render that body more 
favorable to the amendment than tt is 
feared the present court might be. In 
other words, in the event of a change in 
the political complexion of the national 
administration, it is hoped and expected 
that the supreme court will be packed 
in order to render the victory against 
the Negro suffrage at the South perfect 
and complete. 


Here, then, is sufficient reason to in- 


duce all friends of the black man and all 
who hold to the principle proclaimed fa 
<he Declaration of Independence, that to 
secure inalienable rights governments 
are instituted among men, deriving their 
just powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned, to do all in their power to pre- 
vent such a consummation by the use of 
every means at their disposal to defeat 
the candidate who is counted upon by 
(he southern whites tc vindicate them iu 
their disfranchisement 
of the blacks. 


Here is a case where charity may well 
begin at home. There does not seem at 
this time to be any necessity for making 
nn issue of the condition of people who 
are merely in ft transition state, and 
whose relations with the new govern- 
ment under which they find themaelves 
is incapable of being indefinitely fixed 
until peace and quiet have been secured. 
But, on tie other hand, the Negroes, 
havo been, for many years our 
felloTT- 


dtizens, and they .still are in the «ye of 
the law, upon an equality -with u». Our 
firet duty is to those who are of our own 
household, and in any case it would be 
tha height of folly to expect any real aid 
to those ouUide the circle from men who 
are unjustly taunting the darker-corn- 
plaxioned members of their own family. 


If. then, in a word, the Southern 


whites are counting'upon the •foctioa of 
Bryan, in tho belief that the supremo 
court will be made subservient to their 
desires, how is it possible for anyone 
who holds that tho Filipinos hare inal- 
ienable rights, which the United State* 
government is in equity bound to re- 
'spec* to aid in the election of one who ii 
depended upon to endorse and perpetu- 
ate an injustice to the Negroes!

CANNING FRUIT. 


1 'As the tme for frtiit caning is at hand 
we* "hould hnve our jars ready so when 
tho fruits get ripe we are ready to tnke 
care of them. So many people just set 
their fruit jars away in the cellar or 
gome dark room, and leave them there 
until they want to refill them. It tho 
jars are put in a kettle and covered with 
water, with about one pint of ashes ad- 
ded, and brought slowly to a boil, and 
boiled slowly for a little while it purities 
them greatly- If they arc put out in thc 
nun. they get tho benefit of the pure air, 
which also is of groat importance to 
them. Fruit for canning should never 
be over ripe; it is. too soft And'I do not 
think it keeps as well. Fruit should not 
fce cooked too long. For berries of any 
Icind, I thnk fifteen minutes is plenty 
Jong to cook. If they are to be sweeten- 
ed whcn .-.inncd, make a syrup as desired 
lot boll and drop in berries and boil fif- 
teen minutes .and "in. Cook larger fruits 
longer, according to size.

A sure way of tying that will 
j.revcnt nil future dangling, is to muko 
the first loop of the bow with thc end 
that is under the knot, instead of tho 
end that is over it. 


TO CLEAN NECK RIBBONS.'' 


To restore a soiled neck ribbon to its 


pristine freshness is sometimes most con- 
venient when not only lemons but new 
ribbons are ten miles away, says the 
Now York Tribune. All silk ribbons of 
ony color can be safely washed in a cold 
suds made of any fine soap. After the 
soil is removed they should be rinsed in 
clear cold water. The best way to dry 
them is to luy them while wet upon a 
marble mantel or a table, and with a 
stiff fingernail brush rub them sideways 
until every wrinkle and crease' and all 
air bubbles arc removed. The nlcave 
them until they are dry. 


For all ribbons but white or those that 


are badly soiled an excellent method is 
lo put all kinds together into a fruit jar 
that is half full" of gasolene. Cover it 
lightly, shake a few times, and allow' 
it to stand over night. Intho morning 
the dirt will be found nt the bottom of 
the jar. The ribbons should be shaken,' 
not squeezed or wrung, when they are 
removed from the fluid, and .-hung in 
the open air to dry. White ribbon is 
turned yellow by gasolene. 
• 


SUMJIER DRINKS. 


Silver Top—Take one quart of water 


and put one quart of white sugar in it. 
Let it dissolve slowly over 
the fire. 


While it is dissolving, beat the white 
of an egg to a stiff froth and add to it 
half nn ounce of tartaric acid, mix this 
with the syrup (after it has cooled) and 
flavor to suit the taste. Use two table- 
spoonfuls to a glass of water and aclJ a 
little soda. Stir with a spoon until it 
effervesces. Preserved fruit syrups arc 
good for flavoring this drink. 


Lemon Syrup—Squeeze 
thc 
lemons 


nnd strain tho juico perfectly clear. To 
one nint of juice add fcwo pounds of 
sugar and set it away until thoroughly 
dissolved, stirring it occasionally. 
Then 


bottle it. 
One "or two teaspoons in a- 


glass of cold water makes a delicious 
lemonade. 


Orangeade—Tho juice of one lemon 


nnd five oranges added lo two quarts ol 
water and one-half pound of sugar. Set 
RKido until the sugar is wholly dissolved, 
then strain. Ice before serving. 


Harvest Drink—Boil one-half pound of 


oatmeal in five gallons of water for one- 
half hour, nddinga two-inch stick of 
cinnamon when half done. Strain, add 
one-half ounce of tartaric 
acid, 
aucl 


brown sugar to sweeten. 


Welsh Ncctai^-PecI the yellow rind 


from three lemons, add two quarts of 
boiling water and two pounds of granu- 
lated sugar. When cold, add the juice 
of the lemons, one pound of chopped and 
seeded raisins and six quarts of water. 
Let it stand five days, stirring' twico a 
day, then strain and bottle.' 


Appleade—Bake six apples with their 


skins on: put them in a jug with a 
gallon of boiling water, cover 
closely 


until cold, sweeten to taste and strain. 
Tee before serving. 


Effervescing 
Rnspbcrryade—Make n 


syrup with one antl one-half pounds of 
loaf sugar, three ounces of tartaric acid 
nnd a littlo water. Put this in a jug, 
ndd three pints of strained raspberry 
juice, shake well and bottle. Add two 
tablespoons to a tumbler of water and 
ono-quarter teaspoon of baking soda, A 
delicious drink. 


USEFUL HINTS. 


To To make Irish-moss blanc-mange, 


tnke half a cup of Irish jnoss, one quart 
of milk, one saltspoonful salt and one 
tablcspoonful vnnilla. Soak tho moss in 
cold water fifteen minutes; 
pick over, 


wash, tie in a face bag, and put it into 
tho double boiler with thc milk. Boil 
until thc milk thickens when dropped 
on a cool plate. Add the Kilt, strain and 
flavor. Mould-in small cups or in egg 
shells. 


To temper earthenware which is to be 


used for baking, put the dishes in cold 
water over the fire, and bring thorn grad- 
ually to the boiling point. When the 
water boils around them, remove them 
from thc fire and let .them remain in

FOR THE TABLE. 


Spanish Tomatoes.—Butter a baking 


dish, fill it with alternate layers of finely 
chopped boiled ham, and sliced ripe to- 
matoes; cover the top with fine bread 
crumbs and dots of butter; bake thirty 
minutes. A slight dusting of salt may 
be given to thc tomatoes in arranging 
the layers. 


Potato Itagout—Sprinkle one and one- 


half pints of cold sliced boiled potatoes 
with salt, pepper anfl finely chopped 
parsley; melt one tablcspoonful of but- 
ter in a spider, blend in one tablespoon- 
ful of flour and add one cupful of sea- 
soned stock. When it boils pour in the 
potatoes .and simmer ten minutes. Beat 
together one egg yolk,-one tablcspoon- 
ful of water and ono of lemon juice 
and add to the potatoes just as they are 
taken from the stove. 


Brown Fricassee of Veal.—Select three 


or four pounds from the neck or shoul- 
der and have it cut. into convenient 
pieces for.serving. Remove the large? 
bones and bone chips, and if the fatty 
substance in the back bone is not strictly 
fresh, remove that, and nny other object- 
ionable portions from the outside, then 
wipe it well. Put a thin slice of fat 
salt pork in n. Scotch bowl or iron kottle 
with a tight covef, and "when it is hot 
nnd brown, put in the meat and cook 
it uncovered until thn meat is brown all 
over. Do not let it bum. Turn in ono 
,cup of boiling water ,cover it closely nnrl 
let , cook slowly. Add water, a little 
at a time, as it evaporates, keeping thn 
first amount in all the time. Cook about 
two hours, or until so" tender thc bones 
will .slip; out easily. Take the meat out 
with a .skimmer, discard.any loose bones 
remove'all the fat -possible' from the liq- 
uor -left in the pan; and add- half a cup 
of tomato ketchup, or a slice-of tomato 
pickle toithe gravy.- • Add -a little flower, 
wet in cold water, and more salt if nccd- 
•cd. 
Put the moat in-again, let it boil 


up once, and then serve'-iri a 
shallow 


dish. 


Fruit Pudding.—Fruit puddings are ac- 


ceptable in the summer, and their ap- 
pearance may always be improved by 
a decoration of tho raw fruit. Whcn 
berries can be obtained on the stems, 
in clusters and with the addition of the 
bright srecn foliage, as in the illustration 
herewith, tlio effect is much improved. 


For blueberry pudding, beat together 


one and one-half cupfuls of sugar with 
four eggs. Add one pint of milk, and 
stir in ono cupful of flour with which 
have been mixed one-half tcaspoonful of 
salt and one tablespoonful of baking 
powder. Dredge thoroughly with flour, 
ono cupful of blueberries, and add them 
to the batter. Pour the mixture into-a 
buttered mould, cover it tighly and place 
it-in boiling water, allowing the water 
to cover only one-half the height of the 
mould. Place a weight on the top, and 
boil steadily for one hour, in the mean 
time, make a sauce by creaming together 
ono cupful of granulated sugar, one- 
fourth cupful of butter, the yolks of two 
cfgs and' one-fourth1.teaspoonful of va- 
nTlla.

What business have 
we to impose a government, stable or un- 
staible, upon the people -without their 
consent? To do so would be to belie the 
whole Bryanosqire creed tind argument. 
Unless 'ho -wished to stultify himseli ut- 
terly, Mr. Bryan could do nothing but 
scuttle incontinently out of the islands 
and leave them to their own favorite 
brand of anarchy. 


"It will not do. This nation is in no 


mood for accepting candidates on the 
strength of mere apologies and assur- 
ances that they can do no mischief .since 
their hands are tied. It is not to be be- 
guiled toy any trumpery ma.sks of "anti- 
imperialism." It takes Mr. Bryau at his 
word, that it1 'will not consent to the 
considaratipn. of any other question.'-.so 
long as it is menaced with a' Bryanizing 
of its finances and an Altgeldiring of its 
administration of justice.

Firming on Weittra Oro- 


gon Gtmln nn« $fce«I> R»ch«. 


In the event of the production of 


mutton bel^g made strictly supple- 
mentary to'grain growing farming of 
more or less Intensive character should 
be adopted. Thls^lnvolves the grow- 
ing -of cloTer.^rape; vetches and other 
forage,plants "as rotation orope, these 
to be pastured off or to be harvested as 
boy for winter feeding.

A popWarj-inethod, according to Dr. 


Jame3 Wtthcoinfee, Ifl to grow two suc- 
cessive grain crops, following these 
•with clover-or some cultivated crop. 
A good fall slwep.pasture Is secured by 
eowing three or four pounds of Dwarf 
Essci rape'aeed par acre with spring 
oats. The rape makes n good growth 
In the early part of the season and de- 
velops sufficient root growth to enable 
It to TrlthstwJd'the summer. It revives 
with the comtog of the fall rains nnd 
often makes an excellent pasture for 
lambs or breeding ewes until late In 
the season. 
Some of our most pro- 


gressive wheat growers talie two or 
three consecutive crops of grain and 
then seed down to clover. The first 
crop of clover is harvested for hay .to 
be fed to the flkick during the winter. 
The clover Is then pastured for one or 
two years with sheep. Afterward the 
land Is broken ognin for grain.. This 
practice Is found to be very helpful in 
restoring and maintaining the fertility 
of the land as well as iri making wool 
and mutton ' eontrlbute materially tc 
the revenues of the farm. 


Another plan Is to sow the fallow 


land to rape about the 1st of June. 
This will be ready to pasture within 
gix weeks to two months, and the 
amonnt of forage secured from a-piece 
of land thus treated would be a revela- 
tion to many farmers. 
The land la 


plowed and sown to wheat about the 
1st of Oeteber,"and In a normal season 
by the following February a luxuriant 
pasture -will be furnished for the ewes 
and lambs or for fattening sheep. 


TVTieKt P««tore For Lamb*. 


Lambs make a remarkable growth 


nnd matured she«p take on flesh very 
rapidly upon wheat pastures. It is no 
unusual for lambs to make n dally gain 
of three-fourths to n pound for the firs 
30 days, and they frequently weigh 
from 45 to 50 pounds at 2 months old. 


A farmer living near Monrnouth, Or. 


recently marketed a carload of Iambi 
averaging 140 pounds. 
The age o 


these lambs ranged f rom-G to 8 months 
They ran with their dams In the earl; 
spring on winter wheat and rape an 
later In the season upon rape and clo 
ver. This Is not an unusual weight fo 
lambs In this section reared under sim 
liar conditions. 


As the time approaches for weanin; 


the lambs ample provision should b 
made to guard against any possibl 
check to them, as this Is a critical pe- 
riod of their life. Weaning them .upon 
rape aud clover has given excellent re- 
sults. The method employed was t 
provide a nice piece of rape adjacen 
to a good growth of second crop clover 
and when the lambs are turned In upon 
this they appear Indifferent as to tb 
loss of their dams.—J. WIthcombe, Ore 
gon.

THE ANGORA GOAT. 


It* Vftlno to the^ Farmer «ul How to 


JUuko ThU Greater. 


As civilization advances It ii alwayi 


accompanied by closer settlement and 
a tendency, .toward better methods of 
cultivation, which, of .course, Includes, 
cleaning up and Improving pastures 
that may be overrun by weeds and 
brush. 
It Is natural that farmers 


slio^l wish to do this cleaning up at 
the lenst possible expense or at no ex- 
pense at all If possible, and so the 
Angora goat has beeu enlisted as a 
scavenger against the weeds 
and 


brush. For ourselves, we have a very 
kindly feeling toward the Angora goat 
but too much should not be expected 
of It, saya Iowa Homestead. 


Like other workers In a good cause, 


the goats have tielr limitations. For 
instance, 60 head of them cannot do 
the work of 100, nor can 100 do the 
work of 500.. Moreover, the brush may 
have grown' too strong and be too far 
.advanced for goats to work upon and 
effectlvely-lteep down. This Is said not 
with the Intention of discouraging 
farmers from keeping a flock of goats, 
but with a view of emphasizing the 
need for helping In the scavenger work 
If 'it Is to be made effective. Where 
the brush Is large it must not be left 
entirely to goats. Farmers pretty gen- 
erally know that a great amount of 
brush liaa to be grubbed out and trees 
must be cut down before shaded pas- 
ture land can be well Improved for 
grazing purposes. Yet when all this Is 
done there is still enough tender brush 
left for the goat as a browser, and too 
much should not be required of it or 
It will not do the work well, although 
goats are good helpmates. 


Angora goat breeding; however, may 


well be placed on a higher plane than 
that of merely supplying farm scav- 
engers, although Incidentally the goat 
Is a good aid in this respect In a cer- 
tain way they are more In favor with 
many Americans than sheep or com- 
mon goats. They are freer from dis- 
ease"'than the former and not by any 
means as mischievous as' the latter, 
nelthei- are they 'of a very roving dis- 
•p'psltlon.' The -real point In their fa- 
ybt; however',' is that they cost little to 
keep-and sell readily' ar from'$5'to $7, 
'ttieir'' meat being delicious "aDa-'whole- 
feiWe'.' Of''course pastures -where'they 
n'rV: kept'should b'e fenced;; and, like 
other-livestock, tbe'y can ;bc^lniprqvea 
by selection in mating for' breeding 
purposes' and by good care and hu- 
mane, liberal treatment, all of wnich 
can be provided at small expense. It 
is asserted by those who know where- 
of they spenic that well bred coats of 
this breed will slienr five to seven 
pounds of mohair, worth froui 35 to 40 
cents a por.ud. The sum th;:s realized 
for thetr fleece so far exceeds the cost 
of keep that they cannot fall to be a 
profitable investment whenever they 
are properly looked after. At the pres- 
ent time it is but natural to expect that 
the Angoras will -gradually assume a 
much more prominent position In farm- 
ing operations than they have yet 
<lone. 


Canada TbUtle. 


Various methods of eradicating Can- 


ada thistle are advocated, all slow and 
involving janeh labor. One writer says: 
Where the running roots can be reach- 
ed and turned up by plowing, this 
metbod. If frequently repeated. Is ef- 
fective, but In light, rich soil, which Is 
permeable by the 'air, plowing Is al- 
waj's ineffective. Where a dense sod 
ean'bfe formed, tills will choke out the 
thistle.' -Hoelnc out burning,; salting 
and treatment with kerosene and'other 
destructive chemical agencies'are suc^ 
ccssful In many cases, aird some- farm- 
ers'commend tbe practice ot covering 
irinnir patches of the'plant'with tan- 
b'ir'k or: straw, but it hns lic'-v /.—nd 
th'n't"thistles will lie <!?.:•:
